THE NEGRO VOTE THIS FALL 


In line with 
the 
contention that 
has been put forward repeatedly of 
late,-the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, an 
organization 
which 
has acquired a 
very considrable membership in the 
past two years, now formally claims 
that “the negro vote this year will 
constitute the balance 
of power, or 
will approach 
closely 
to being the 
balance of 
power, in eight 
pivotal 
states which have 165 votes in the 
electoral college.” 
The eight states referred to with 
the negro vote which it is estimated 
each will cast in the national election 
this fall are as follows: Illinois, 125,- 
000; Indiana, 45,000; Kentucky, 150,- 
000; Maryland, 
150,000; 
Michigan, 
25,000; New Jersey, 75,000; New 
York, 125,000; Ohio, 100,000. 
On the basis of recent elections it 
is likely that the probable negro vote 
in each of the states named above is 
larger than the number of votes nec­ 
essary to swing 
these 
states in the 
forthcoming 
election 
if there is no 
offsetting influence. 
It seems to be 
accepted everywhere as a fact that in 
these doubtful states the negro vote 
will be cast solidly for the republican 
candidates. 
The question is whether 
or not this fact will have the effect of 
turning to the 
democrats 
any 
big 
number 
of 
votes 
which otherwise 
might go the other way.
